29—R um ors of war are 
again circulating in the council cham ­ 
bers of Europe. 
These reports centered about both 
Russia and Germany, the latter being

While the bolsheviks were said to 
be massing troops along the western 
frontier in readiness, 
the 
G erm ans 
are alleged to he keeping a steady 
stream of am m unition moving toward 
Moscow. 
Meantime G erm any’s refusal to de­ 
mobilize the citizen guard has brought 
a serious situation to a climax in ­ 
cluding the possibility of allied occu­ 
pation of the R uhr industrial district 
and perhaps other parts of Germany. 
In French official circles it is de 
d a re d that the allies are determined 
to carry the issue to a conclusion with 
Germany which so far has evinced no 
signs of yielding. 
Allied m ilitary leaders ar** said to 
be in daily conference here. 
Prospects of another 
m ajor 
cam ­ 
paign by the bolshevik! are consid­ 
ered so certain that the allies are re ­ 
ported to he shaping 
their

with this contingency in view. 
The 
French cham ber of deputies have set 
aside sixty million francs to furnish 
w ar m aterial for border states against 
which tho red drive is reported to be 
directed,

The French foreign office declared 
that W ar Minister T rotsky recently 
doubled the strength of the red caval­ 
ry division which is now estimated to 
total 100,000 men. 
The soviet concen­ 
tration along the Ksthonlan and L et­ 
tish frontiers are said to approxim ate 
100,000. 
The allies are declared to he ex­ 
trem ely anxious to m aintain solid bul­ 
w arks of the border states against the 
bolshevik!. 
Esthonia and Latvia are 
recognized as friendly, hut Lithuania 
leans toward Moscow.
